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MARKET  REVIEW 


The.  Department  of  Agriculture's  Crop  Reporting  Board 5  based  on  July  1, 
1972  conditions ,  estimated  that  growers  planted  1,418,800  acres  of  sugarbeets 
in  1972,  one  percent  above  1971  plantings.     Acreage  to  be  harvested  in  1972 
was  estimated  at  1,3613  550,  an  increase  of  about  two  percent  over  last  year. 
Based  on  average  yields,  allowing  for  trend,  production  in  1972  would 
total  25.9  million  tons  of  sugarbeets,  four  percent  less  than  the  27.0  million 
tons  produced  in  1971.  Plantings  in  most  states  were  delayed  by  cold  wet  weather. 
Some  replanting  was  necessary  in  Michigan  where  unfavorable  weather  resulted  in 
poor  stands  and  in  Minnesota  where  strong  winds  accompanied  by  blowing  soil  damaged  so 
acreage.  In  Nebraska  and  Kansas  the  crop  is  making  excellent  progress  and  good 
stands  have  generally  been  obtained,     Sugarbeets  are  progressing  normally  in 
Texas  where  some  hail  damage  occurred  and  in  North  Dakota  where  the  crop  is 
late  in  the  Grand  Forks  area.     Spring  planted  beets  in  Arizona  and  California 
are  in  good  condition  while  harvesting  of  fall  planted  beets  in  the  Imperial 
Valley  is  well  under  way. 

The  Board  estimated  the  acreage  of  sugarcane  planted  in  the  mainland 
cane  area  for  harvest  in  1972  totaled  590,000  acres  an  increase  of  about  12 
percent  over  the  1571  mainland  harvested  acreage  and  about  27  percent  above 
that  of  1970.  Plantings  in  1972  increased  20  percent  in  Florida  and  about 
seven  percent  in  Louisiana  as  compared  with  last  year.  The  condition  of  the 
crop  in  Louisiana  ranges  from  good  to  excellent  with  cultivation  and  lay  by 
operations  near  completion.  The  crop  in  Florida  is  in  good  condition  following 
favorable  winter  weather,  The  acreage  of  sugarcane  in  Hawaii  for  harvest  in 
1972  is  down  about  five  percent  from  a  year  earlier  and  the  crop  is  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Primary  Distributors  sales  of  sugar  during  the  first  six  months  of  1972 
exceeded  those  of  last  year  and  the  record  deliveries  during  the  first  half 
of  1970,  according  to  preliminary  reports.        Through  July  15,  1972, 
reported  deliveries  totaled  5,830,000  short  tons,  rav  value  compared  with 
5,730,000  tons  delivered  through  the  same  date  of  last  year  and  5,825,000  tons 
through  that  date  of  1970.  Constructiv  e  deliveries,  i.e.  sugar  sold  and 
charged  to  ■      quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February 
of  the  following  year  amounted  to  88,000  tons,  in  1971,  161,000  tons  in  1970 
and  40,000  tons  in  1969,  Accordingly,  physical  deliveries  through  July  15,1972 
totaled  5,918,000  tons  compared  with  5,891,000  tons  and  5,865,000  tons,  re- 
spectively, during  those  periods  of  1971  and  1970. 

Preliminary  reports  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  dis- 
tributors on  July  I  indicate  inventories  totaled  2,352,000  short  tons,  raw 
value,  320,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  but  195,000  tons  more  than  at 
the  end  of  June  last  year,  Beet  processors'  stocks  of  1,022,000  tons  were 
226,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  May  and  down  114,000  tons  from  the  end 
of  June  last  year.  Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar 
were  reported  as  1,076,000  tons ,  down  35,000  tons  from  a  month  earlier  but  uo 
287,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier. 

Regionally,  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  reported  by  States  of  destination 
during  January-May  1972  were  4.0  percent  above  those  of  the  first  five  months 
of  1971.  Increases  occurred  in  all  of  the  five  geographical  regions.  The 
West  was  up  the  most,  7.4  percent  followed  by  the  South  up  4.5  percent,  the 
North  Central  region  up  3.9  percent,  the  New  England  region  up  2.4  percent  and  the 
mid-Atlantic  region  up  1.8  percent. 
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Individually,  35  States  received  more  sugar  during  the  first  five 
months  of  1972,  as  compared  with  those  months  of 1971,  14  received  less  and 
one  State  received  about  the  same  quantity.     There  were  13  States  with  re- 
ported increases  of  more  than  100,000  hundredweight-Ohio  had  the  largest 
increase,  699,000  hundredweight,  followed  by  California  up  518,000  hundred- 
weight and  New  Jersey  up  308,000  hundredweight.  Of  those  States  where  re- 
ported deliveries  were  smaller  during  the  first  five  months  of  1972,  New 
York  had  the  largest  decline,  289,000  hundredweight,  followed  by  Maryland 
down  198,000  hundredweight  and  Missouri  down  116,000  hundredx^eight . 

On  July  10,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  an  increase  of  .25  cent  per 
pound  in  the  wholesale  price  quotation  for  refined  industrial  sugars  sold 
in  the  Southeast  sales  territory,  effective  at  close  of  business  July  21. 
This  would  increase  the  quoted  price  for  100-pound  paper  bags-*-  the  basis 
pack — from  12.75  cents  to  13.00  cents  per  pound.  On  July  12,  another  cane 
sugar  seller  in  the  territory  announced  that  effective  close  of  business 
July  21  they  were  withdrawing  the  .15  cent  per  pound  temporary  allowance  - 
v,  on  sales  of  industrial  products  announced  May  2,  1972,  thereby  restoring  the 
prices  specified  in  their  March  13,  1972  announcement.  This  would  result 
in  a  quoted  wholesale    price      for  100-pound  bags  of  12.90  cents  per  pound. 
On  July  12,  the  cane  sugar  refiner  that  on  July  10,  had  announced  a  .25  cent 
per  pound  increase  in  the  wholesale  price  for  industrial  sugars,  reduced  the  amount 
of  the  increase  to  .15  cent  per  pound  making  their  quoted  price  for  the 
basis  pack  12.90  cents  per  pound. 

Shown  below  are  the  price    quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale 
in  the  basis  pack  and  in  bulk,  by  regions,  as  of  July  24,1972.  Significant 
variations  of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain 
areas     reflecting  competitive  conditions.

Actual  prices  in  some  cases" differ  substantially  from  quotations.  During 
the  post-freeze  economic  stabilization  period  CPhase  II),  increases  in  the 
ceiling  prices  of  individual  sellers  of  refined  sugar  must  conform  to  the  pro- 
cedural requirements  prescribed  by  the  Cost  of  Living  Council. 

The  U.  S.  average       retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  during  May  1972  was  13.96  cents  per  pound  up  from  13.94  cents  in  April 
and  from  13.54  cents  in  May  of  last  year,  an  increase  of  3.1  percent  for  the 
12-month  period. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
as  quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  averaged  8.77  cents  per 
pound  during  June,  up  from  8.76  cents  in  May  and  8.54  cents  per  pound  in 
June  of  last  year.  During  the  first  six  months  of  1972  the  spot  price  aver- 
aged 8.95  cents  per  pound,  or  99.8  percent  of  the  average  of  the  monthly  price 
objectives  for  the  period. 
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During  June  1972,  the  spot  quotation  followed  a  rising  trend,  increasing 
from  8.60  cents  during  the  period  May  31  through  June  6  to  8.90  cents  during  ^  * 
June  26-30.     The  quotation  of  8.90  cents  carried  through  to  July  7  when  a 
slightly  stronger  trend  began  with  the  quotation  increasing  to  9.05  cents.  ^ 
On  July  11-12,  the  quotation  was  9.10  cents,  on  July  13,  9.18  cents  and  on 
July  14  rose  to  9.20  cents  per  pound.     On  July  19,  the  quotation  was  9.20  ^ 
cents  and  for  the  period  July  1-20  averaged  9.09  cents  compared  with  8.35 
cents  per  pound  during  that  period  of  last  year.  * 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  July  1,  1972  totaled  540,687 
short  tons,  96°  basis  compared  with  production  of  596,870  tons  through 
July  3,  1971.  ' 

In  Puerto  Rico,  cane  sugar  production  through "July  2,  1972  amounted  to 
286,822  short  tons,  96°  basis,  compared  with  304,148  tons  produced  through  > 
July  4  of  last  year.  The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  in  1972  has  averaged 
6.769  percent.     The  average  yield  was  7.093  percent  during  the  same  period  ^ 
of  last  year. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar  f .o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean 
ports,  including  Brazil  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  h 
Exchange)  averaged  6.58  cents  per  pound  during  June,  down  from  7.01  cents  in 
May,  but  up  from  4.14  cents  in  June  of  last  year.  i 

The  weakening  trend  of  World  sugar  prices  which  began  in  mid-June  con-  4 
tinued  throughout  the  latter  half  of  the  month,  the  quotation  falling  from 
7.15  cents  per  pound  on  June  9  to  5.60  cents  on  June  30,  the  lowest  since 
Dec.  14,  1971  when  it  was  5.45  cents  per  pound.  The  World  price  quotation 
showed  some  recovery  in  early  July,  rising  from  5.60  cents  on  July  3  to  5.70  * 
cents  on  July  5  and  to  6.00      cents  on  July  6  after  which  it  declined  to  5.75 
cents  on  July  7  and  to  5.60  cents  per  pound  on  July  10.  Since  then  the 
quotation  has  been  slightly  stronger  fluctuating  between  5.70  cents  on  July  11^ 
and  5.95  cents  on  July  14.  On    July  20  World  sugar  was  quoted  at  5.60 

cents  per  pound  and  for  the  period  July  1-20  averaged  5.75  cents  compared 
with  4.18  cents  during  July  1-20,  1971.

In  early  July,  F.O.  Licht,       the  European  sugar  statistician,  issued  his 
third  estimate  of  1971-72  World  sugar  production  and  consumption.     For  4. 
the  crop  year  1971-72  he  estimates  World  sugar  production  at  72.4  million 
metric  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  72.6  million  tons  for  the  prior  crop.  * 
World  sugar  consumption  is  estimated  at  76.2  million  tons  for  1971-72  as 
compared  with  consumption  of  74.7  million  tons  for  1970-71.  If  these  •  - 

estimates  prove  correct,  World  stocks  at  the  end  of  August  1972  would  decline 
to  15.1  million  metric  tons,  down  3.7  million  tons  from  August  1971,  and  the  * 
lowest  level  since  August  1965  when    they  were  about  11.2  million  tons.

STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 


1.  June  1972  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption  1,069,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  about  101,000  tons  from  May  1972 
and  up  1,000  tons  from  June  1971 . January-June     1972  deliveries  5,417,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  uu_    176,000  tons  from  January-June  1971.  Final  data 
for  May  1972  deliveries  968,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  previously  pub- 
lished preliminary  as  991,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  July  1,  1972  were  2,352,000    short  tons 
raw  value  (preliminary),  up  about  195,000  tons  from  a  year  ago    but  down 
320,000  tons  from  May  31,  1972.    During  June  refiners1     stocks  decreased 
35,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  226,000  tons,  mainland 
cane  processors'  stocks  decreased  by  59,000  tons  and  importers  of  direct 
consumption  sugar  stocks  remained  about  unchanged. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  June  30,  1972  were  5,964,395  short  tons, 
raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  5,835,959  tons  to  be  supplied  within  the 
11,800,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January-May  deliveries,  1972  as  compared  to  1971  were  ug_ 
all  of  the  5  regions:     Increases  —  West  7.4  percent,  South  4.5  percent, 
North  Central  3.9  percent,  New  England  2.4  percent  and  mid-Atlantic  1.8 
percent . 

5.  Through  July  1,  1972,  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption 
at  retail),  candy,  and  confectionery  totaled  66  million  pounds  or  about 
54  percent  of  the  nine  month  quota  through  September  30  and  38  percent  of 
the  1972  calendar  year  quota. 
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
